As our coantry has infli ted a most grevious 
injury on the unhappy Africans, by bringing 
them into slavery, we cannot indeed, urge that 
we should add a second injury to the test, by 
emancipating them in Such a manner as that 
they will be likely to destroy themselves or oth- 
ers. But we do think that our country ought 
to be governed in this matter by no other cone 
sideration than an honest and impartial regard 
to the happiness of the injured party, uninfla- 
fenced by the expence or inconventence stich 
such a regard may involve.—We therefore 
warn all who belong to our denomination of 
christians against unduly cxtending this pleaof 
necessity sagainst inaking itacover for the love 
and practice of slavery, ora pretence for nog 
using «fforts, thatare lawful and practicabie, 
to extinguish the evil. 

And we at the sume time exhort others to fore 
‘hear harsh cersares and ancharitable r fl ce 








tions on their bretiren who uniapily live aim ing

‘The Female Sabbath School 
was organized on the 7th of April 1816. Twen 
ty-iour young ladies, in the most respectable

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cants. One in the German Lutheran Church, 
and two in the English Presbyterian. Of thes« 
last mentioned one has removed from the place. 
There are now nine communicants amongs! 
them. Vhe school is regularly opened and 
closed with prayer. Fifteen litle girls at first 
presented themselves as scholars, One hun- 
dred and fifty-four names are now on the list. 
Kighty eight, whose names are on the class 
rolls, usually attend. -Between fifty and seven 
tv, always attend. The exercises consist in 
spelling, reading, committing and repeating 
hymns, the catechisms, and passages from the 
holy scriptures. Many of them learn well and 
ave attentive. The tirectresses say that many 
of them would rather dispense with their regular 
meals on the Sabbath, than. miss at ending school. 
The progress made by several in) ommitting 
portions of scripture, &c. is very gratifying. 
and augurs well,

SUSQUEHANNA BIBLE SOCIETY. 


Some few years ago a member of the Phila. 
delphia Bible Society, being in company with 
a gendeman who lives In this part of the coun- 
try. asked if Bibles might not be usefully dis- 
*yibutedin thisregion. Afterward some Bibles 
vere sent to the gentleman. and in return some 
Money was transmitted by some gentlemen in 
the neighborhood, to the Philadelphia Bible So- 
ciety. ‘Phe gentleman te whom the proposition 
had first been made, became the organ of com- 
munication between his neighbors and friends, 
and the Society. No auxiliary society 
organized as has been erroneously supposed, 
A number of the very gentlemen who had been 
communicating with the Philadelphia Socicty. 
solicited the Presbytery of Northumberland te 
eall the attention of the Christian public to the 
propriety of organizing a Bible Society for 
this part of the country. ‘The Presbytery ac- 
cordingly appointed a committe, who publish 
ed a notice requesting persons friendly to the
